James left his estate, worth 
$400,000, to Hugh. At that time, 
Haziett’s estate was worth $450,000, 
and Hugh's estate, presumably, was 
about the same before his inheri- 
tance from his brother.

Prolonged Illegal Detention. 

“Prolonged illegal detention is a 
common practice. The law requires 
prompt production of a prisoner 
before a magistrate. In a large ma- 
jority of the cities we have in- 
vestigated this rule is constantly 
violated. 

“The practice of holding persons 
incommunicado—unable to get in 
touch with their families, friends or 
counsel—is frequently encountered, 
so much so in certain places that 
there are cells called ‘incommuni- 
cado cells.’ ” 

The use of the third degree, says 
the report, is by no means confined 
to cities, more than a third of the 
cases judicially reported since 1920 
having arisen in places of less than 
10,000 inhabitants. St. Louis and 
Kansas City are named among the 
cities in which proved instances 
have occurred in the last 10 years. 

In a note on St. Louis conditions 
the report cites several newspaper

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|NATIONAL MINIMUM STANDARD 
ON CHILD LABOR RECOMMENDED 


White House Conference Commit- 
tee on Vocational Guidance 
Publishes Findings. 

By the Associated Press 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Estab- 
lishment of a national minimum 
standard for child labor is urged 
in a special bulletin of the Chil- 
dren's Bureau, publishing findings 
of the White House Conference 
Committee on Vocational Guidance 
and Child Labor. 

Night work would be barred for 
boys and girls of 16 or 17, with en- 
trance prohibited into occupations 
known to be physically or morally 
hazardous. A maximum work week 
of 44 hours in eight-hour days is 
recommended, No child under 16, 
the committee says, should be per- 
mitted to leave school te go to 
work. 

Regulation of child labor by the 
states is described as “siow and 
uneven and the cause of grave tin- 
juatice,”’ 

In states with low standards, the 
committee says, children suffered, 
being deprived of equal opportunity 
with others for health, education 
and immunity from injury. In 
States with high standards the re- 
port adda, the injustice was to em- 
ployers, since they must compete 
with employers whose labor costs 
are low.

Admission to Union Connected 
With Debate Over Slavery; No 
Celebration Planned. 

Today is the 110th anniversary 
of the admission of the State of 
Missouri to the Union. The cen- 
tennial of this event, 10 years ago, 
was celebrated by a pageant in the 
Coliseum and a “Lafayette ball’ in 


Twelfth boulevard, the latter draw- 


ing such a dangerously large 
crowd that the program was sus- 
pended. No celebration has been 
planned for this year. 

Congress in 1820 agreed on a 


plan for the admission of Missouri 
and Maine to the Union, under the 
arrangement by which a free state 
and a slave state were admitted 
together, to»preserve the sectional 
balance of power in the Senate. 
The plan included the Missouri 
compromise, by which the south- 
ern boundary of Missouri was 
thereafter to be the northern 
boundary of slave territory, except 
for Missouri itself. The Constitu- 
tion of Missouri, as first framed, 
contained a provision against free 
Negroes and mulattoes settling in 
the State. This was held to be con- 
trary to the Federal Constitution, 
and admission of the State was de- 
layed until the clause was repealed. 


MONDAY, AUGUST 10, 1931 


President James Monroe issued a 
proclamation Aug, 10, 1821, declar- 
ing the State admitted.

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CASTLEN MAY RUN FR 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


County Prosecutor Would Make 
G. O. P. Race a 3- 
Cornered Affair. 


If an expected early announce- 
ment by Prosecuting Attorney Har- 
ry Castlen of St. Louis County, 
State commander of the American 
Legion, that he will be a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 


Attorney-General, materializes, the 
primary contest for that office 
probably will become a three-cor- 
nered affair, with Deputy Insur- 
ance Superintendent Joseph F. Hol- 
land and Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral James Donald Purteet occupy- 
ing the other corners. 

Although Castlen departed for a 
vacation in Wisconsin without giv- 
ing a definite answer to friends 
who have been urging bim to seek 
the nomination, .one of his  inti- 
mates, who has discussed the sub- 
ject with him, said “it was virtual- 
ly certain” that Castlen would be 
a candidate. 

His candidacy probably will not 
be entirely pleasing to the ruling 
powers in the Republican organi- 
zation, as in his two races for 
Prosecuting Attorney he was with- 
out the support of the “‘bosses’’ in 
the county, but, nevertheless, tri- 
umphed. His friends are advanc- 
ing this record as an argument in 
his behalf, contending that a can- 


didate who has shown an ability to 


attract independent voters will be 
needed on the Republican ticket 
next year. 


It has happened in politics that | 
a candidate who has demonstrated | 
that he could win without the sup- | 


port of the party organization has 
for that very reason obtained the 
backing of the organization, and 
that could happen with Castlen in 
his. candidacy for Attorney-General. 

However, political “‘bosses’’ and 
“fixers’’ would be inclined to go 
slow in their approval of a candi- 
date unless convinced that he would 
be approachable. In addition to 
being head of the State’s law de- 
partment, the Attorney-General is 
a member of the State Board of 
Equalization, which passes on the 
valuations for taxation of the rail- 
roads and nearly all the public util- 
ities in the State, and not infre-

FRUIT AT BEST NOW 


Ice-Cream, Dumplings, Jam 
Shortcake Are Enriched 
With Peaches. 


Between the extremes of fresh 


sliced peaches for breakfast and 
rich peach preserves for the win- 
ter, there are many ways of using 
this delicious fruit. Desserts con- 
cocted from peaches are timely 
just now, and peach jam on mutf- 
fins or waffies is a welcome Sun- 
day night supper delicacy. 

Peach shortcake and peach ice 
cream are unfailing sources of 
dessert satisfaction, and recipes for 
these and other peach desserts fol- 
low: 

Peach Shortcake. 

Mix and sift two cups flour, 
four teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, four table- 
spoons sugar and one-eighth tea- 
spoon grated nutmeg. Rub in two- 
thirds cup shortening with a fork 
and then add one beaten egg and 
enough milk to make a soft dough. 
Turn out on a floured board and 
pat to a haif-inch thickness. Shape 
into four large biscuits, place on a 
greased pan and bake for 10 to 15 


minutes in a hot oven—450 de- 
grees. When done, cool slightly, 
split and butter. Peel and slice 


ripe peaches—six or eight, depend- 
ing on size—and place a generous 
amount in between each biscuit 
half and on top. Serve with 
whipped sweetened cream flavored 
with a few drops of almond  ex- 
tract, 
Peach Ice Cream. 

Scald two cups milk with one- 
half cup sugar. Add two teaspoons 
gelatine that has been soaked in 
one-fourth cup cold water. S&8tir 
until the gelatine dissolves then set 
aside to cool. Peel and mash ripe 
peaches to make two heaping cups. 
Mix with three-fourths cup sugar 
and add the cold milk mixture, 
one-half teaspoon almond extract 
and two cups cream or undiluted 
evaporated milk. Freeze, using 
three parts fine cracked ice to one 
of ice cream salt. When frozen 
firm, let stand at least an hour. 
Makes one and one-half quarts. 

Peach Jam. 

To make about six medium sized 
glasses, use six pounds ripe 
peaches. Peel and remove the 
pits. Put the fruit in a deep sauce. 
pan with one cup water and heat 
slowly, mashing the fruit with a 
Cook 
for 10 minutes or until soft. Rub 
the cooked fruit through a coarse 
strainer and measure. Add three- 
fourths cup sugar to each cup of 
fruit and the juice of one lemon to 
three cups fruit pulp. Mix all to- 
gether and cook, stirring frequent. 
ly, for 40 minutes, or until the mix- 
ture thickens. Pour into sterilized 
giasses and cover with melted 
paraffin. 

Peach Dumplings. 


Mix and sift two cups flour. four.

|RURAL HEALTH. WORK IN MISSOURI. 

Rural areas, with their natural advantages of pure 
air and wholesome foods, once were superior in 
health as well. Of late decades, however, cities have 
become active in public health conservation and dave 
reduced their mortality rates, while rural areas have 
made no such advance. In 1893, for instance, the 
death rate of New York City was 25 per 1000, and 
that of the rest of the State was 17.

Yet 
in 1930 these districts were charged with 90 per cent 
of the total deaths from malaria, 75 per cent of those 
from typhojd, 80 per cent from dysentery, 79 per 
cent from influenza and 82 per cent from whooping 
cough. 

Realizing the serious problem of public health in 
rural districts, the Milbank Memorial Fund eight 
years ago launched a demonstration in Cattaraugus 
County, a typical rural unit in Northern New York. 
The results of this experiment now are set forth in 
a book, “Health on the Farm and in the Village,” by 
Dr. C.-E. A. Winslow of Yale Medical School, who had 
charge of the work. Expenditures among the 72,000 
Citizens concerned ranged from $160,000 to $176,000 
annually, an average of $2.20 per capita. Of this, 
41 came from the county and local units, 50 cents 
from the State and 70 cents from the Milbank Fund. 
Mortality results, conservatively estimated, were a 
saving of five lives annually from diphtheria, 14 
from tuberculosis and 20 by reduction in infant mor- 
tality.

If the process of deportation of aliens results in 
cruelty and suffering, the reason is to be found in 
the fact that it is solely an administrative matter— 
arbitrary, despotic, bureaucratic, subject to no ju- 
dicial control. A Department of Labor employe, an 
immigrant inspector, investigates a suspected alien. 
He apprehends him, arrests him, hears his case. At 
the hearing the inspector serves, in turn, as prosecu- 
tor, witness, interpreter, reporter and judge. The 
record shows only what he wants it to show. The 
Other Department of Labor 
employes, as a board of review, approve the sentence 
which he has imposed. This is final. There are no 
exceptions, no probation, no parole, no pardon, no 
way to mitigate undue hardships. There is no reg- 
ular means of appeal. It is as if the police had final 
power to throw a man into the penitentiary for life. 

It is this situation which has induced high-handed 
methods—violent raids, illegal searches and seizures.

As it is with our eight-hour day, there 
are not enough labor hours needed to em- 
ploy everybody. The way to increase un- 
employment is to lengthen the labor day 
per man from eight hours to 10 hours; 
conversciy, the way to reduce unemploy- 
ment is to reduce the labor day per man 
from eight hours as now to six hours or 
less. A reduction of the labor hours 
per day per man would give work to 
more people, which would make more 
consumers.

Colby, Kan., the ‘“Taxless Town’’ 


Municipal water and light plants bring town a revenue of $36,000 a year, enough to 
eliminate city taxes; this is a saving of 41 per cent in citizens’ annual tax bills: 
utiltties contend that people pay for plants’ upkeep in higher rates, but these 
are actually lower than in other towns; to use same plan if gas is installed.

LONG al] the highways leading into this 
Ac are signs: “Colby, the Taxless 

Town.” Many motor cars here have 
that same slogan on their radiators. It 
stares out from many store windows, and 
the Chamber of Commerce has a pamphlet 
for free distribution with this upon its front 
cover: “Information About Colby, the Tax- 
less City.” 

Seeing it, strangers wonder how the peo- 
ple of a whole city can escape the payment 
of taxes, and they ask: “Do you mean to 
say that all the people who live here pay 
no taxes at all?” | 

“No,” is the answer. “We mean. simply, 
that no city taxes are levied or paid here: 
therefore we have a town that is taxless. 


Of course, we pay State, county and school- 


taxes, but all expenses of running the city, 
which, in 563 other cities in Kansas, are 
paid by a tax levy. are paid in Colby out 
of the earnings of our city-owned water and 
light plant.” 

There is no gas in Colby. Public utility 
companies that operate gas plants in other 
towns in Kansas have come here at differ- 
ent times and made propositions for put- 
ting in a gas plant, and have tried to work 
up a public opinion in favor of it, but the 
water and light plant owned and operated 
by the town has done so well and returned 
such a big revenue to the town that the 
people here have always said to the con- 
cerns: “If we ever have gas here, we will 
build our own distribution system and will 
either buy our gas at the city gate or pipe 
it here ourselves. No private gas company 
is going to get a stranglehold on this town.” 
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The electric and water plants are operat- 
ed as one. In 1928 the plants were earn- 
ing $5000 a month. The overhead and op- 
erating expense was $2000, leaving a net 
profit of $3000 a month, or $36,000 a year. 
July 1, 1929, there was a surplus of $49,000 
in the City Treasury. 

“Our most vexatious problem was what 
to do with that surplus,” said E. H. Benson, 
a lawyer, who was then Mayor of Colby. 
“Three plans were talked over. One was to 
reduce the water and light rates. Another 
was to call in an issue of outstanding city 
bonds not yet due and pay them off. The 
third was to stop levying and collecting city 
taxes and use the profit from the light and 
water plant for paying the running expenses 
of the town. The City Council decided on 
the latter course, and passed a resolution 
declaring a tax levy for city purposes for 
the current year unnecessary. 

“This is how it worked out: In 1927 the 
tax levy for city purposes was about 41 per 
cent of the total of all taxes paid for all 
purposes—-State, county, school and city. 
Soe, when the property owner in Colby was 
relieved of paying a city tax, he saved 41 
per cent of what he had been paying. That 
was @ pretty big saving, of nearly one-half.” 

In the three years that Colby has been 
free of city taxes, it has paid off $72,836.88 
in bonds and has paid $34,479.91 in interest 
on bonds, all out of the light, power and 
water revenue. 

Colby has a “city manager,” Ernest V. 
Saeli, who superintends the water and light 


| 
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plant and looks after all the business and 
finances of the city. His salary is paid out 
of the water and light revenue. 

The town owns its cemetery, which is 
maintained from the profits of the electric 
light and water plant. Last year $500 was 
spent for trees and the salary of a caretaker 
was paid out of this fund. Also, from the 
profits of the light and water plants last 
year was paid the salary of the town’s one 
policeman; of a man to keep the streets 
clean, another man to work on the streets, 
the City Attorney, the City Librarian and 
the upkeep of the library of 30900 volumes; 
tor care of the city airport and the park. 
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Public utility compantes assert that Col- 
by’s water, light and power rates are s0 
much higher than the rates in towns that 
have privately owned plants that the people 
of Colby pay their taxes in their light, pow- 
er and water bills. Of this contention, H. 
L. Fryback, Postmaster, says: “This is un- 
true. Colby’s combined water and light 
rates are among the very lowest in Kansas, 
in spite of the fact that Colby pumps her 
water from far underground. In fact, when 
many towns supplied by publie utility cor- 
porations check up, they find that they are 
paying a considerably higher rate than Col- 
by. In addition they are paying taxes for 
city lighting, fire plug service or for electr- 
city to operate their water plants, if they 
are municipally owned. 

“The Colby attitude is this: That more 
public good will result from spreading the 
profits of the plant among all our citizens 
than would come from concentrating all the 
profits in the hands of ons man or one 
corporation. Since the income from a pub- 
lic utilities system its derived from the en- 
tire population of the town instead of from 
property owners alone, the burden of city 
upkeep is proportioned more evenly. 

“The one incontrovertible fact about the 
Colby pian is that it works. The plant is 
operated at a cost of about two-fifths of 
the gross income, and the possible public 
revenue from taxes against a privately 
owned plant is more than offset by the 
taxes that would be levied against the pub- 
lic for street lighting and fire hydrant 
service.” 

Mr. Snell gives the following comparative 
figures: “Colby is a city of the second class. 
The average per capita tax in all cities of 
this class in Kansas in 1930 was $15.27. 
Herb Fryback, Postmaster, has a family of 
six persons, none of whom pays a per cap- 
ita tax. If they did pay the average per 
capita tax levied in other Kansas towns, 
each of the six would pay $15.27 a year. a 
total of $31.62. His combined water and 


light bill is only $84 a year. -_

REAT progress has been made 
(;: recent years in the surgical 

treatment of a variety of lung 
conditions. 

This progress has been due to 
improved surgical skill, as well as 
to the development of better anes- 
thetics and better dissecting or cut- 
ting instruments. 

Thoracoplasty, the name indicat- 


thorax or chest. is an operation 
employed in certain forms of tu- 
berculosis, in the treatment of ab- 
ecesses of the lung and of other 
disease conditions where compres- 


form of treatment. 

In thoracoplasty a certain por- 
tion from each of a number of ribs 
on the affected side is removed and 
the pliable chest wall is pushed in- 
ward. 


lapse of the lung. 

Because 
covering of the ribs, so-called peri- 
osteum, is left intact and only the 
bone part of the rib is removed, 
there is in time a regeneration of 


rib uniting through the formation 
of new bone. 

The shape of the new bone con- 
forms to the collapsed position of 
the chest, so that there is a perma- 
nent indentation of the chest wall 
which keeps the compressed lung 
in place. 

Thoracoplasty is a complicated 
and serious operation and in tuber- 
culosis is employed only when 
other methods for compressing the 
lung, as, for example, pneumo- 
thorax, cannot be used or when 
they do not give desired results. 

Phrenicotomy is another form of 
surgical treatment of the tubercu- 
losis of the chest. In phrenicotomy 
the nerve on one side running to 
the diaphragm is severed, resulting 
in the paralysis of a portion of the 
Bee 

By paralyzing that portion of the 
diaphragm which is on the same 
side as the affected lung, the move- 
ments of the diseased lung are 
diminished and comparative res 
secured.
